DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 435, 436, 438, 439, 446 and 447 are all the pending claims for this 
application. 

2. Claims 438 and 439 were amended in the Response of 1 2/22/09. 

3. The non-elected species of fusion protein in Claims 435 and 436 are joined for 

examination. 

4. Claims 435, 436, 438, 439, 446 and 447 are all the pending claims under 
examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The rejection of Claims 435, 436, 438, 439, 446 and 447 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Robinson et al. (WO 88/04936; published 7/14/88; cited In 
the IDS of 10/29/09) in view of Welschof et al. (Human Immunol. 60:282-290 (1999); 
cited in the IDS of 10/29/09) and Schilling (US 20050084933; published April 21, 2005; 
filed December 18, 2003; cited in the PTO 892 form of 2/20/09) is withdrawn. 

Applicants allegations on pp. 4-8 of the Response of 12/22/09 have been 
considered and are found persuasive. Robinson discloses a chimeric antl-CD20 
antibody that Is an anti-human CD20 binding domain of mouse monoclonal antibody 
2H7 incorporated into a human IgGI antibody scaffold; Welschof neither taught nor 
suggested such mutated hinge peptides for use in antibodies, much less in a fusion 
protein as claimed; in view of Welschof, a change in the hinge would not be desirable

because Welschof indicates that the anti-F(ab')2 autoantibodies suppress the 
deleterious effects of autoreactive B cells (see, right column at page 282) and thus are 
beneficial; Schilling also fails to teach or suggest a proline to serine mutation in the 
hinge region.
